WASHINGTON (AP) - Like th e 
Demo crats, th e Rep u blican p arty may 
draft a p latfo rm fo r th e 1976 camp aign 
th at walks so ftly o n th e big issu es. 


With bo th President Fo rd and 
Ro nald Reagan agreeing o n mo st 
issu es, o ne p arty o fficial said th at if 
th ere are any significant disp u tes, th ey 
likely wo u ld arise in th e fo reign p o licy 
area. 
Bu t a key o bjectiv e in p latfo rm 
co mmittee debates p ro bably will be to 
av o id co ntro v ersy in an effo rt to u nite 
th e Grand Old Party go ing into th e fall 
p residential camp aign. 
Th e Demo crats drafted a u nity 
p latfo rm last week, and Go v . Ro bert 
Ray o f Io wa, ch airman o f th e tem­ 
p o rary 
Rep u blican p latfo rm

mittee, to ld rep o rters Mo nday th at u n­ 
ity may be a go o d go al fo r th e

“We will start fro m th e p remise th at 
th e p latfo rm sh o u ld be sh o rt, co ncise,

meaning,” h e said. 
Ray said bo th Fo rd and Reagan h av e 
said th ey will co o p erate in drafting a 
p latfo rm to “av o id flo o r figh ts.” 
He said h e th inks bo th men agree o n 
mo st o f th e issu es th at th e p latfo rm 
will address and th at th e “few items o f 
disagreement,” if any , wo u ld be in th e 


area o f internatio nal affairs. 
Ray said p o tentially div isiv e issu es 
su ch as abo rtio n, bu sing and amnesty 
also will be co nsidered by th e p latfo rm 
co mmittee. 
“ Th ey are legitim ate q u estio ns 
befo re th e p latfo rm co mmittee, bu t I 
can’t tell y o u at th is time wh eth er th ey 
will be in th e p latfo rm o r no t,” h e said. 
He added, “We wo u ld like to av o id a 
flo o r figh t if p o ssible,...” an indicatio n 
h e h o p es th at su ch issu es wo u ld no t be 
addressed in any detail th at wo u ld 
aro u se emo tio ns with in v ario u s p arty 
factio ns. 
Drafting o f th e GOP p latfo rm will 
no t begin u ntil th e week befo re th e 
p arty ’s natio nal co nv entio n in Kansas 
City in midAu gu st, and it will be 
su bject to ap p ro v al by th e co nv entio n.

PARIS (AP) — Th e United States 
and o th er no n-Co mmu nist indu strial 
p o wers h av e ap p ro v ed v o lu ntary anti­ 
co rru p tio n gu idelines fo r mu ltinatio nal 
co rp o ratio ns. 


Th e co de o f co ndu ct, a direct resu lt 
o f th e Lo ckh eed scandals, was ado p ted 
Mo nday by 2 3 o f th e 2 4 members o f th e 
Organizatio n fo r Eco no mic Co o p ­ 
eratio n and Dev elo p ment (OECD). 
Tu rkey abstained bu t it was no t kno wn 
wh y . 


Th e co de calls o n co rp o ratio ns wh o se 
o p eratio ns acro ss natio nal bo u ndaries 
make th em difficu lt to p o lice no t to 
o ffer bribes to p u blic serv ants, to 
“ abstain fro m any im p ro p er in­ 
v o lv ement in lo cal p o litical activ ities,” 
to p u blish financial statements “and 
o th er p ertinent info rmatio n relating to 
th e enterp rise as a wh o le” at least 
o nce a y ear, and to “refrain fro m 
actio ns wh ich wo u ld adv ersely affect 
co mp etitio n.” 


Th e co de also calls o n mu ltinatio nals 
to p ay th e co rrect amo u nt o f tax es in 
th e co u ntries in wh ich p ro fits are 
emed and to resp ect th e righ t o f em­ 
p lo y es to u nio nize and bargain 
co llectiv ely . 


Th e co de is aimed at enco u raging 
“ th e p o sitiv e co ntribu tio ns wh ich 
mu ltinatio nal enterp rises can make to 
eco no mic and so cial p ro gress and to 
minimize and reso lv e th e difficu lties to 
wh ich th eir v ario u s o p eratio ns may 
giv e rise,” an OECD statment said. 


“We do n’t claim we h av e so lv ed all 
th e p ro blems, bu t we are certain we 
h av e made an imp o rtant first step 
to w ard

GOP Platform 
To Avoid Issues 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Uke the 
Democrats, the Republican party may 
draft a platform for the 1976 campaign 
that walks softly on the big issues. 


With both President Ford and 
Ronald Reagan agreeing on most 
issues, one party official said that if 
there are any significant disputes, they 
likely would arise in the foreign policy 
area. 
But a key objective in platform 
committee debates probably will be to 
avoid controversy in an effort to unite 
the Grand Old Party going into the fall 
presidential campaign. 
The Democrats drafted a unity 
platform last week, and Gov. Robert 
Ray of Iowa, chairman of the tem­ 
porary 
Republican 
platform com­ 
mittee, told reporters Monday that un­ 
ity may be a good goal for the 
Republicans, too. 
“We will start from the premise that 
the platform should be short, concise, 
but 
with enough 
detail 
to 
have 
meaning,” he said. 
Ray said both Ford and Reagan have 
said they will cooperate in drafting a 
platform to “avoid floor fights.” 
He said he thinks both men agree on 
most of the issues that the platform 
will address and that the “few items of 
disagreement,” if any, would be in the 


area of international affairs. 
Ray said potentially divisive issues 
such as abortion, busing and amnesty 
also will be considered by the platform 
committee. 
“ They are legitim ate questions 
before the platform committee, but I 
can’t tell you at this time whether they 
will be in the platform or not,” he said. 
He added, “We would like to avoid a 
floor fight if possible,...” an indication 
he hopes that such issues would not be 
addressed in any detail that would 
arouse emotions within various party 
factions. 
Drafting of the GOP platform will 
not begin until the week before the 
party’s national convention in Kansas 
City in midAugust, and it will be 
subject to approval by the convention.

was 
holding 
public 
hearings here Monday and today. It 
held hearings in Los Angeles last week 
and will hold another hearing in Ames, 
Iowa, on Thursday. 
Both Ford and Reagan will have 
representatives on the platform 
committee, and Ray promised to 
appoint subcommittee chairmen who 
will hear “both sides” in drafting a 
platform. Ray himself has endorsed 
Ford’s bid for the party presidential 
nomination. 
Industrial Powers 
Adopt Guidelines 


ROME (AP) — The Communists 
made strong gains in the Italian 
parliamentary elections but failed to 
overtake the Christian Democrats, 
who again missed a majority in the 
Chamber of Deputies by a sizable 
margin. 
This set the stage today for renewed 
political uncertainty and another long 
crisis over the formation of a new 
Christian Democratic government. It 
also meant that action to ease Italy's 
grave economic crisis is a long way 
off. 
Despite the prospect of continuing 
political and economic instability, the 
stock market and the lira rallied 
because of the Communists’ failure to 
displace the Christian Democrats as 
the country’s largest party. 
Gains in early trading on the Milan 
stock exchange averaged 2.5 per cent 
while the lira rose from 854 to the 
dollar to 844-848. Then speculators took 
their gains, realization of the uncertain 
future overcam e the initial en­ 
thusiasm, most blue chips closed 
below their Monday level, and the lira 
inched down to 848-850. 
More than one out of three voters 
cast a Communist ballot in the elec­ 
tions Sunday and Monday for a new 
Chamber of Deputies, boosting the 
party from 27.2 per cent of the vote in 
1972 to 34.6 per cent. The Vatican- 
backed Christian Democrats got 38.6 
per cent, compared to 38.7 per cent 
four years ago. 
This gave the Christian Democrats 
the chance to form their 35th govern­ 
ment since World War II. But to get the 
parliamentary majority necessary for 
effective government, they needed to 
rebuild their center-left coalition with 
the Socialists, Social Democrats and

PARIS (AP) — The United States 
and other non-Communist industrial 
powers have approved voluntary anti- 
corruption guidelines for multinational 
corporations. 


The code of conduct, a direct result 
of the Lockheed scandals, was adopted 
Monday by 23 of the 24 members of the 
O rganization for Economic Coop­ 
eration and Development (OECD). 
Turkey abstained but it was not known 
why. 


The code calls on corporations whose 
operations across national boundaries 
make them difficult to police not to 
offer bribes to public servants, to 
“ abstain from any im proper in­ 
volvement in local political activities,” 
to publish financial statements “and 
other pertinent information relating to 
the enterprise as a whole” at least 
once a year, and to “refrain from 
actions which would adversely affect 
competition.” 


The code also calls on multinationals 
to pay the correct amount of taxes in 
the countries in which profits are 
emed and to respect the right of em­ 
ployes to unionize and bargain 
collectively. 


The code is aimed at encouraging 
“ the positive contributions which 
multinational enterprises can make to 
economic and social progress and to 
minimize and resolve the difficulties to 
which their various operations may 
give rise,” an OECD statment said. 


“We don’t claim we have solved all 
the problems, but we are certain we 
have made an important first step 
tow ard 
resolving 
the 
issue 
of 
multinational firms,” said the current 
OECD 
chairm an, 
Panayis 
Pa- 
paligouras of Greece. 


There was no indication that any of 
the OECD governments might do 


anything in the way of laws to make 
the code legally binding. After the 
disclosures that the Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp. and more than 30 U.S. firms had 
been making payoffs abroad to 
promote their business,

action, but it has made no report yet.

Kissinger, in a speech to the OECD 
meeting Monday, proposed that the 
Western industrial nations coordinate

Kissinger said a coordinated ap­ 
proach would keep the Kremlin from 
using “selective political pressure” to 
play one country off against another.”

There was no munediate conunent 
on the election outcome from the U.S. 
government, which repeatedly warned 
that admission of the Communists to 
the governm ent would endanger 
relations between the Italian and 
American governments and Italy’s 
role in the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. But the failure of the 
Communists to lead the voting un­ 
doubtedly was a relief for President 


Ford and Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger. 
Final returns from the voting for the 
Cham ber of Deputies gave the 
C hristian D em ocrats 14.2 million 
votes, the Communists 12.6 million, the 
Socialists 3.5 million, the neo-Fascist 
Italian Social Movement (MSI) 2.2 
million, the Democratic Socialists 1.2 
million and the Republicans 1.1 
million. Smaller parties and joint 
tickets divided the rest 
Hie Christian Democrats won 263 
seats in the 630-seat chamber, a loss of 
three, and were 53 short of a majority.

Economist Expect No Inflation Drop

WASHINGTON (AP) - Government 
econom ists 
expect 
no 
sharp 
divergence in the nation’s inflation 
rate over the next 
few months, 
although they believe the pace of price 
increases will pick up before the year 
is over. 


The Department of Labor comes out 
today with its report on consumer 
prices for May. Maynard Comiez, 
acting chief economist for the Com­ 
merce Department, said in an inter­ 
view he expects the month’s price- 
increase to be in the range of April’s 
jump of fourtenths of I per cent. 


Econom ists generally are still 
sticking to forecasts of an increase of 6 
per cent or so in consumer prices over 
the whole year. Since consumer prices 
have been going up at an annual rate in 
the neighborhood of 3 per cent so far 
this year, that means a pace will have 


to pick up eventually to hit the 
forecast. 
Among the influences likely to be 
pushing prices up in the near future 
are food and fuel, the same items 
responsible for the increases of more 
than IO per cent in some recent years. 
Food prices jumped in April for the 
first time in four months and the 
Agriculture Department has reported 
that the prices received by farmers 
over the last two months have been 
going up. That means higher prices 
are in prospect eventually for pork, 
beef and other items, even if those in­ 
creases don’t show up at the consumer 
level in May. 
Gasoline prices also are edging up 
now that motorists are traveling more 
and the government is gradually lift­ 
ing controls on various petroleum 
products. 
In the case of neither food nor fuel, 


however, is the pace of increase ex­ 
pected to be very sharp yet. Wholesale 
prices, whose movements roughly 
coincide with retail price movements, 
rose three-tenths of I per cent over-all 
in May, compared with an eight-tenths 
of I per cent increase in April. 
There were also these economic 
developments Monday: 
—The 
Federal 
Energy 
Ad­ 
ministration told Congress that the 
price of home-heating oil will rise by 
four cents a gallon over the next 30 
months regardless of federal price 
controls. 
The FEA also said it sees no basis for 
fears that prices will rise sharply if 
controls are ended. 
Unless either the House or Senate 
disapproves, controls on heating oil, 
diesel and other socalled middle 
distillates will end June 30. 
FEA’s predictions on prices were 


disputed by several witnesses. 
—The 
Commerce 
D epartm ent 
reported that new orders received by 
m anufacturers of durable goods 
recovered in May after a month of 
stagnation in April. 


The department also said that the 
backlog of unfilled orders for durable 
goods rose in May, marking the first 
significant increase in the backlog 
since September 1974. 
—The Levitz Furniture Corp., one of 
the nation’s largest furniture retailers, 
settled an Federal Trade Commission 
complaint about charges of false and 
misleading sales representation. 
The FTC accepted a consent 
agreement that bars I^evitz, which has 
60 stores in 27 states, from future 
misrepresentations about its prices or 
products and from failing to make 
refunds to customers when merited.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The basic 
v accines for the national effort to 
gu ard against swine flu came throu gh

Scientists rep orted Mond ay that 
tests with 5,186 p ersons ind icate one 
stand ard v accine won’t d o the whole 
job. There cou ld be sev eral d ifferent 
v accines or combinations u sed to in- 
nocu late all 215 million Americans if 
the fed eral p lan is comp leted . 
“The resu lts show it’s remark ably 
easy to immu nize p eop le abov e 24 
y ears of age,” said Dr. Harry Mey er, 
of the Food and Dru g Ad ministration’s 
Bu reau of Biologies. “Howev er, the 
resu lts reinforce the attitu d e that 
child ren hav e to be d ealt with more 
cau tiou sly concerning influ enza than 
ad u lts.”

In ex p laining p lea bargaining, which 
the ju d ge said was eu p hemistically 
referred to now as negotiating a p lea, 


he said the d efend ant was often ov er 
charged by the arresting au thorities. It 
is a v ery effectiv e tool, accord ing to 
Hosterman, since not all of the 6500 to 
8 5 00 criminal cases which come 
throu gh his cou rt can be tried to a ju ry 
or ev en to the cou rt. 
Another of the major d rawback s 
facing the local mu nicip al cou rt is the 
lack of a p robation d ep artment. The 
cou rt has nev er had a formal p robation 
d ep artment as su ch and therefore 
cannot reenforce many p enalties 
which were su sp end ed .

Hosterman said when he took over 
the job, he found a tremendous back­ 
log of cases, many of which dated back 
to the early establishment of the court. 
He dismissed those criminal cases 
because the law provides for a speedy 
trial for criminal offenders, he said 
that there were also four to five hun­ 
dred civil cases in the court that had 
never received disposition. 
Hosterman’s major point was the 
inadequate facilities which presently 
house the municipal court. He ex­ 
plained that in January, 1974, the state 
legislature 
set 
down 
rules 
of 
superintendence 
for 
the 
ad­ 
ministration of the municipal courts 
all over the state. 
Rule 17 of this document, according 
to Judge Hosterman, sets forth the 
court 
standards. 
He 
told 
the 
legislative Committee and its guests 
that Circleville Municipal Court 
operates under some of the worst 
conditions in the state. The present 
facility only complies with four of the 
rules of standardization : it is housed in 
the city building, it has a recording 
device of a reel-to-reel system, a jury 
box, and a raised bench. 
Judge Hosterman has drafted a 
resolution of intent which he will 
present to the City Council which 
would, if endorsed, recognize the 
inadequacy of the facility. City Council 
would 
also, 
by 
endorsing 
the 
resolution, state an intent to do 
something to improve those facilities. 
In a question answer session which 
followed the judge’s talk, the two 
prime questions involved the setting of 
bond and plea bargaining. 
Hosterman explained that the 
purpose of bail was to insure the ap­ 
pearance of the criminal defendant in 
court. He said the first thing he con­ 
siders in setting bail is whether the 
defendant can be justifiably released 
on his own recognizance bond. 
Appearance bonds are the payment of 
ten per cent of the total bond directly to 
the court, 90 per cent of which is 
refundable. Hosterman said that more 
people fail to appear on cash bonds 
than on appearance bonds. 
in explaining plea bargaining, which 
the judge said was euphemistically 
referred to now as negotiating a plea, 


he said the defendant was often over 
charged by the arresting authorities. It 
is a very effective tool, according to 
Hosterman, since not all of the 6500 to 
8500 criminal cases which come 
through his court can be tried to a jury 
or even to the court. 
Another of the major drawbacks 
facing the local municipal court is the 
lack of a probation department. The 
court has never had a formal probation 
department as such and therefore 
cannot reenforce many penalties 
which were suspended.

BALTIMORE (AP) — It was called 
a “short-statured symposium,” and 
200 dwarfs from across the country 
showed up to discuss the problems in 
the daily lives of shorter people. 


"For the child, the real problems 
begin when he starts preschool,” said

University’s sixth anual symposium 
which was held over the weekend. 


“His classmates will tend to baby 
him or try to pick him up and carry 
him around.

NEW YORK (AP) - At midy ear the 
eco no my co ntinu es to mo v e ahead, at 
least as measu red by the po pu lar in­ 
dicato rs, bu t with an irreg u larity and 
inco nsistency that pro v o k es do u bts 
fro m time to time. 
Alan Greenspan, chairman o f the 
P resident’s Co u ncil o f Eco no mic 
Adv isers, recently raised his fo recast 
o f real g ro wth fo r the y ear to 7 per 
cent, a sig nificant increase o f abo u t 1 
per cent o v er earlier fo recasts. 


Altho u g h priv ate fo recasts tend to be 
a bit lo wer than Greenspan’s, he is no t 
alo ne by any means. The Wharto n 
Eco no m etric fo recast, issu ed this 
mo nth, fo resees a rise in Gro ss 
Natio nal Pro du ct o f 6.6 per cent fo r 
197 6. 
Bu t while assu rances o f this so rt 
circu late, the presence o f relativ ely 
hig h rates o f interest, inflatio n and 
u nemplo y ment prev ent any eu pho ria. 
A po o r ho u sing mark et and a stalled 
sto ck mark et add to the insecu rity . 


A pro minent bro k er recently issu ed 
an analy sis that was remark able in its 
sim ple co nclu sio n: 
Perhaps the 
inability o f the sto ck mark et to mo v e 
ahead is a reliable fo recast o f an 
eco no my that will find pro g ress dif­ 
ficu lt. 
So me co nsu mers apparently feel 
that way . After a su rg e o f retail bu y ing 
earlier this y ear they hav e settled back 
into a wait and see attitu de, made 
hesitant by the reappearance o f so me 


hefty price increases. 
The su rv ey s o f co nsu mer sentiment 
pretty well do cu ment the lik ely at­ 
titu de o f sho ppers if inflatio n threatens 
to g et mu ch wo rse: They will simply 
sto p bu y ing . They are no t eag er to g o 
thro u g h it all o v er ag ain. 
What certainly mu st bo ther a g reat 
nu mber o f Americans is the co ntinu ed 
presence o f o ld pro blems and the 
inability o f any o ne to do mu ch abo u t 
them. 
Ho u sing is a perfect case. The in­ 
du stry has had v ery little su ccess in 
cu rbing rising prices, which no w hav e 
pu t ho me o wnership far bey o nd the 
ability o f many middle-class co u ples. 
And the g o v ernment has been no mo re 
su ccessfu l. 
Mo re perv asiv e ev en are the 
pro blems o f u nemplo y ment and in­ 
flatio n. While certain statistics 
pro claim 
reco v ery , 
these 
two 
measu res o f the natio n’s wellbeing 
remain at lev els that hereto fo re wo u ld 
hav e su g g ested deep recessio n. 
Statistically , the eco no my appears 
to be perfo rming well if y o u restrict 
y o u r measu rements to su ch items as 
o u tpu t and inv ento ries. Inclu de in y o u r 
analy sis su ch co ncerns as inflatio n and 
u nemplo y ment and it seems to be 
do ing less well. 
And sho u ld y o u be amo ng the larg e 
nu mbers who feel they are no t par­ 
ticipating in the reco v ery , y o u mig ht 
ask “what’s all this talk o f pro sperity 
abo u t?”

It is rare, ev en with ex er­ 
cise, fo r the mu scles and the bo dy 
tissu e to retu rn to their fo rmer state o f 
firmness. 


Many su rg eo ns no w are able to 
remo v e su ch ex cess flabbiness o f the 
sk in aro u nd the abdo men, bu tto ck s 
and thig hs. The resu lts can be mo st 
g ratify ing . 
These o peratio ns, per­

NEW YORK I AP) - At midyear the 
economy continues to move ahead, at 
least as measured by the popular in­ 
dicators, but with an irregularity and 
inconsistency that provokes doubts 
from time to time. 
Alan Greenspan, chairman of the 
P resident’s Council of Economic 
Advisers, recently raised his forecast 
of real growth for the year to 7 per 
cent, a significant increase of about I 
per cent over earlier forecasts. 


Although private forecasts tend to be 
a bit lower than Greenspan’s, he is not 
alone by any means. The Wharton 
Econom etric forecast, issued this 
month, foresees a rise in Gross 
National Product of 6.6 per cent for 
1976. 
But while assurances of this sort 
circulate, the presence of relatively 
high rates of interest, inflation and 
unemployment prevent any euphoria. 
A poor housing market and a stalled 
stock market add to the insecurity. 


A prominent broker recently issued 
an analysis that was remarkable in its 
sim ple conclusion: 
Perhaps the 
inability of the stock market to move 
ahead is a reliable forecast of an 
economy that will find progress dif­ 
ficult. 
Some consumers apparently feel 
that way. After a surge of retail buying 
earlier this year they have settled back 
into a wait and see attitude, made 
hesitant by the reappearance of some 


hefty price increases. 
The surveys of consumer sentiment 
pretty well document the likely at­ 
titude of shoppers if inflation threatens 
to get much worse: They will simply 
stop buying. They are not eager to go 
through it all over again. 
What certainly must bother a great 
number of Americans is the continued 
presence of old problems and the 
inability of anyone to do much about 
them. 
Housing is a perfect case. The in­ 
dustry has had very little success in 
curbing rising prices, which now have 
put home ownership far beyond the 
ability of many middle-class couples. 
And the government has been no more 
successful. 
More pervasive even are the 
problems of unemployment and in­ 
flation. While certain statistics 
proclaim 
recovery, 
these 
two 
measures of the nation’s wellbeing 
remain at levels that heretofore would 
have suggested deep recession. 
Statistically, the economy appears 
to be performing well if you restrict 
your measurements to such items as 
output and inventories. Include in your 
analysis such concerns as inflation and 
unemployment and it seems to be 
doing less well. 
And should you be among the large 
numbers who feel they are not par­ 
ticipating in the recovery, you might 
ask ‘ what’s all this talk of prosperity 
about?”

that struck my son, David. When he 
became diabetic at age 14, it was like a 
bolt out of the blue!

Then one summer we went to 
the Joslin Clinic in Boston, a leading 
diabetes teaching and research center, 
where some wonderful people taught 
David how to approach his disease in a 
sensible and adult fashion. What a 
difference it made. I was so grateful, I 
began writing fund raising letters for 
them, appearing on talk shows, things 
like that. Later, I joined the Youth 
Committee of the American Diabetes 
Association, and then the board of 
directors of the Juvenile Diabetes 
Foundation. And I won’t stop until they 
have a cure, or at least some answers 
to the many terrible complications. 
Even David got involved - returning 
to Joslin a few years later to form, with 
a friend, a youth committee to help and 
reassure newly diagnosed young 
diabetics. 
The rewards? For me, they’ve been 
far greater than I ever dreamed. The 
research we’ve funded, the legislation 
we’ve been instrumental in getting 
passed, the increased Federal ap­ 
propriations that have been approved 
are exciting, forward steps in a battle 
we must win. And now I am being 
honored at the gala ball of the Juvenile 
Diabetes Foundation in New York City 
next November, the proceeds from 
which will go directly to fund research. 
Surely the most flattering and 
meaningful tribute. 
Volunteering? If I had to sum it up 
I’d say, more than anything, 
it 
enriches...each day...in very special 
ways as nothing else can do.

I lost 65 pounds in the last year. Now 
I am left with an enormous amount of 
loose, flabby tissue. Can this be 
removed by an operation? Is it a 
dangerous operation?

Dear Mrs. F.: 
With such a considerable loss of 
weight, it is understandable that the 
musclar and skin structure can be 
distorted. It is rare, even with exer­ 
cise, for the muscles and the body 
tissue to return to their former state of 
firmness. 


Many surgeons now are able to 
remove such excess flabbiness of the 
skin around the abdomen, buttocks 
and thighs. The results can be most 
gratifying. 
These operations, 
per­ 
formed by general surgeons and 
plastic surgeons, leave very slight 
scars. 
The operation is not a dangerous 
one. Yet the same rules apply to such 
surgery as to all other plastic surgery. 
A complete physical examination and 
coordination between the general 
surgeon are essential before such a 
procedure should be undertaken.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Final 
provisions of Ohio’s Drug Abuse 
Control Act are effective Thursday, 
with the weight of the law promising to 
come down hard on pushers, drug ring 
leaders and corrupters.

That’s the key to the new penalties— 
mandatory minimum sentences, 
ranging from three months to 12 years, 
with no opportunity for a suspended 
sentence, probation or shock parole. 
It also eliminates some offenses and 
creates new ones, more applicable to 
the contemporary climate. And, 
although the focus is on enforcement, 
the law is tempered in the area of 
treatment and rehabilitation by some 
compassionate elements. 
Drug users who are not charged with 
a violent crime may request pretrial 
diversion from criminal prosecution to 
an approved treatment program. The

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Final 
provisions of Ohio’s Drug Abuse 
Control Act are effective Thursday, 
with the weight of the law promising to 
come down hard on pushers, drug ring 
leaders and corrupters. 
A highly-publicized section of the 
law decriminalizing casual use of 
marijuana has been in effect since 
Nov. 21, but this week marks a new era 
in prosecution of hard drug offenders. 
“The act assures that the pushers 
convicted of selling hard drugs to 
minors, for example, go to jail for at 
least seven years," explains the office 
of Atty. Gen. William J. Brown. 
That’s the key to the new penalties— 
mandatory minimum sentences, 
ranging from three months to 12 years, 
with no opportunity for a suspended 
sentence, probation or shock parole. 
It also eliminates some offenses and 
creates new ones, more applicable to 
the contemporary climate. And, 
although the focus is on enforcement, 
the law is tempered in the area of 
treatment and rehabilitation by some 
compassionate elements. 
Drug users who are not charged with 
a violent crime may request pretrial 
diversion from criminal prosecution to 
an approved treatment program. The

'Non-Political' 
Mission Brings 
Ford To Indiana 
WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford is heading for Indiana on the 
second trip in eight days that his aides 
say is nonpolitical. An aide says he 
knows of no plans for Ford to travel on 
any specifically political mission 
before the Republican convention. 
Ford was to deliver a speech at the 
annual convention of the Jaycees in 
Indianapolis today. He was due to 
return to the White House in time for 
afternoon appointments. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen said the 
Indiana trip had no connection with 
Ford’s tight battle for the Republican 
presidential 
nomination 
against 
challenger Ronald Reagan. The cost of 
the journey will be paid out of federal 
funds. 
That also was the case last Tuesday 
when Ford flew to Norfolk, Va., to 
address the National Baptist Con­ 
vention representing coreligionists of 
the near-certain Democratic presi­ 
dential nominee, Jimmy Carter. 
The President had been scheduled to 
fly to Des Moines last Friday to make a 
direct appeal for support at the Iowa 
GOP convention. He canceled on short 
notice on grounds that he had to 
manage the evacuation of Americans 
from Lebanon. He sent his wife Betty 
in his place. 
Mrs. Ford’s press staff announced 
Monday that the First Lady will make 
a similar appearance Friday at the 
Minnesota Republican convention in 
St. Paul as a stand-in for the President. 
Nessen said other convention ap­ 
pearances by Mrs. Ford might be 
scheduled, but he reported that he 
knew of no plans for any political trips 
by the President between now and the 
Republican national convention in 
Kansas City in mid-August. 
Mrs. Ford, who followed an active 
campaign schedule of her own during 
the presidential prim ary season, 
scheduled “nonpolitical” appearances 
for Tuesday in New York City. She 
plans to attend a bicentennial dinner of 
the Jewish National Fund Tuesday 
night after dedicating the Martin 
Steinberg Cultural Center at the head­ 
quarters of the American Jewish 
Congress there.

Also gone is a section of the law that 
implied guilt by association by making 
it a crime to frequent a place where 
drug abuse occurs. 
Most of the penalties for pos­ 
session or sale will be on a scale based 
on the amount and danger of the drug. 
Drugs will be classified in five 
categories. Schedule I drugs—heroin, 
cocaine and USD, for instance—are 
considered to be extremely dangerous 
with no ligitimate medical use. The 
other end of the spectrum is Schedule 
8—“Drugs with low potential for abuse 
that are sold over the counter.” 
I^arge drug caches will be termed 


“bulk" amounts, the determination 
varying with the particular narcotic 
substance. With m arijuana, bulk 
means seven ounces. With heroin or 
cocaine, lighter substances, bulk is .35 
ounces, or 25 doses. The penalty for 
simple possession is a mandatory 14 
years in prison on first offense. 
'Hie most severe penalties are 
reserved for those who try to hook 
another on narcotics. The law calls this 
“corrupting” with drugs a device 
often used by pushers to create new 
markets, according to the attorney 
general. This offense means seven 
years behind bars for first offenders 
and 12 years for repeaters. 
The pendulum of justice swings in 
the opposite direction for casual 


marijuana smokers and other users of 
“soft drugs.” Since last year, posses­ 
sion of less than 34 ounces of pot has 
meant a maximum penalty of a $100 
fine 
with 
no 
minimum 
and 
no 
escalation for repeat offenses and no 
criminal record. 
Here is a sample of some of the new 
absolute minimum prison terms: 
—First offense possession of a bulk 
amount of heroin, LSO or cocaine, 14 
years; three years for second offense 
—First offense for sale of bulk 
amounts of the same drug, three 
years; five for second offense. 
—First offense on financing drug 
traffic or operating a drug ring, seven 
years, with IO years for a second of­ 
fender.

“ For example, if a reporter in 
Kokomo, Ind., is working on Federal 
Housing Authority fraud, we can direct 
him to several investigations already 
done and put him up about 10 steps on 
the ladder,” Williams said.

MASSILLON, Ohio (AP> - More 
than 50 years ago, railroader lister 
Brown 
begged 
Dave 
Stewart, 
Massillon’s football coach, to take his 
scrawny son as a varsity candidate. 
“ Yeah, I’ll take him—as a water 
boy,” snapped Stewart. 
Paul Brown, a 120-pound quar­ 
terback, soon convinced the Massillon 
coach he could play, launching a 
spectacular career that spans six 
decades. 
“ Brown even outthought me in 
strategy at tim es,” remembered 
Stewart, one of those who will salute 
the brilliant innovator at a Massillon 
banquet tonight. 
More than 700 will be on hand for the 
affair, the climax of Paul Brown Day 
in this northeastern Ohio city of 32,700. 
The highlights of the day were the 
renaming of the school's 22,000-seat 
football field as Paul Brown Tiger Sta­ 
dium and the presentation of the city’s 
key to the one-time Massillon prep 
standout. 
The 68-year-old native Ohioan helped 
found two current National Football 
League franchises, the Cleveland 
Browns and the Cincinnati Bengals. 
His 41-year coaching record was 351 
triumphs, 134 defeats and 16 ties. 
Brown quit as the Bengals’ coach 
after the 1975 season and continues as 
the club’s general manager. 
B ill Johnson, his coaching re­ 
placement, is one of a flock of former 
associates who will help Massillon fans 
celebrate the festivities for Brown. 
Among the Norwalk, Ohio, native’s 
achievements were: 
—Eleven division and six league 
championships in pro football, eight of 
the division titles with the Cleveland 
Browns, the team he helped found in 
1946. 
—Twice professional Coach of the 
Year, in 1969 with the American 
Football League and the following 
season in the National Football 
League. 
—A national college championship 
and Coach of the Year in 1942 at Ohio 
State. 
—Six consecutive Ohio high school 
football titles at Massillon and 80 
victories in 90 games, including a 
victory string of 33 games.

MASSILLON, Ohio (AP) - More 
than 50 years ago, railroader Lester 
Brown 
begged 
Dave 
Stewart, 
Massillon’s football coach, to take his 
scrawny son as a varsity candidate. 
“Yeah, I’ll take him—as a water 
boy,’’ snapped Stewart. 
Paul Brown, a 120-pound quar­ 
terback, soon convinced the Massillon 
coach he could play, launching a 
spectacular career that spans six 
decades. 
“ Brown even outfought me in 
strategy at tim es,” rem em bered 
Stewart, one of those who will salute 
the brilliant innovator at a Massillon 
banquet tonight. 
More than 700 will be on hand for the 
affair, the climax of Paul Brown Day 
in this northeastern Ohio city of 32,700. 
The highlights of the day were the 
renaming of the school’s 22,000-seat 
football field as Paul Brown Tiger Sta­ 
dium and the presentation of the city’s 
key to the one-time Massillon prep 
standout. 
The 60-year-old native Ohioan helped 
found two current National Football 
League franchises, the Cleveland 
Browns and the Cincinnati Bengals. 
His 41-year coaching record was 351 
triumphs, 134 defeats and 16 ties. 
Brown quit as the Bengals’ coach 
after the 1975 season and continues as 
the club’s general manager. 
Bill Johnson, his coaching re­ 
placement, is one of a flock of former 
associates who will help Massillon fans 
celebrate the festivities for Brown. 
Among the Norwalk, Ohio, native’s 
achievements were: 
—Eleven division and six league 
championships in pro football, eight of 
the division titles with the Cleveland 
Browns, the team he helped found in

—Twice professional Coach of the 
Year, in 1969 with the American 
Football League and the following 
season in the National Football 
League.

General Electric Co. officials say a 
new bulb developed at the Circleville 
I .amp Plant may go a long way in 
stopping the mass exit of fixture 
manufacturers in the exit sign 
business. 
A pricing situation forced the 
creation of the 64-inch Circline lamp, 
which is expected to bring G E back to 
the top of the exit sign business once 
again 
lighted 
exit 
signs became 
big 
business last year because of new 
safety standards set by OHSA for an 
increased number of lighting signs in 
business and industrial concerns. 
And last year’s record is expected to 
be 
shattered 
in 
1976 
as 
fixture 
manufacturers are asking for about 
one million lamps. 
Manufacturers had been purchasing 
their incandescent lamps, two per 
sign, from general Electric, until two 
other corporations, Sylvania and 
Westinghouse, lowered their price. 
“ That’s what happened to our exit 
sign lamp business,” said Howard 
Schmies, manager, market planning, 
original equipment manufacturers 
markets (O EM ). “ A pricing situation 
like that came up and we lost most of 
our 
market 
to 
Sylvania 
and 
Westinghouse.” 
Schmies pointed out that a few years 
ago General Electric had about 40 per 
cent of the home workshop fluorescent 
lamp original equipment business. 


“ Then Sylvania chopped two cents off 
our price and we lost the whole market 
segment,” he said. “ The worst of it is, 
those Sylvania lamps that go with the 
fixtures probably won’t need replacing 
for about five years. Meanwhile they 
are nice little advertisements, right in 
the home, for our competition.” 
Competition from Japan and Europe 
is also very strong in the OEM market. 
Foreign manufacturers like the OEM 
market, because bids are put out once 
a year for large quantities, and they do 
not 
have to rely 
upon 
complex 
distribution systems in this country. 
What can be done to meet this ever­ 
growing competition? “ We have to cut 
costs, of course,” Schmies said, “ and 
we 
have 
to 
give 
the 
customer 
something our competitors don’t.” 
He held up one of the new 64-inch 
diameter Circline fluorescent lamps. 
“ For example,” he said, “ We hope this 
might get us back the exit sign 
business. It should create some new 
markets for us, too.” 
Switching from incandescent to 
fluorescent lamps will involve major 
changes in the fixture, but it will also 
create cost savings that the fixture 
manufacturer can pass on to his 
consumer.
